Secretary A. Balloch gave his 
financial report which revealed 
that with the exception of a 
small portion of one curler’s fees 
the dues had been collected in 
full.

Citizens of Coleman will re¬ 
ceive their ration book No. 4 at 
Ar.trobus’ office, main street, on 
Wednesday and Thursday, March 
29 and 30 between the hours of 
10 a.m. to noon and 2 to 8 p.m. 
There will be a staff of clerks to 
aid in distribution. Persons fail¬ 
ing to secure their ration books 
in these two days will not re¬ 
ceive a book till April 17. 

Study display advt. re ration 
book distribution elsewhere in 
this issue. 

Formalities, now familiar in 
obtaining new ration books are: 
Print name, address, prefix 
letters and serial number, and 
age if under 16 on the red ap¬ 
plication card at the back of 
ration book 3. Do not detach 
this card but present ration book 
3, intact, at the distribution centre 
in order bo ototain ration book 4. 
. New feature of importance in 
this campaign is the deadline for 
application. Late applicants for 
ration book 4 will no t be able to 

obtain one until April 17. 

Do not destroy ration book 3 
Which contains 10, “F” coupons 
for canning sugar, not valid 
until later in the season. It is 
possible that meat rationing will 
be resumed, for which meat cou¬ 
pons in ration book S may be 
required. 


C.C.F. CamEjjrtiB^ 
Addressed Local 
Audience Sunday 

Speaker I s Candidate For 
Macleod Federal Riding; In 
Favor Of Unions 


The C.C.F. meeting in the Min- 
eis hall was attended by about 75 
people, with W. J. White as 
chairman. P. M. Morrison, organ¬ 
izer for southern Alberta, C.C.F., 
and Rev. W. Irwin of Bellevue 
were unable to attend, though 
advertised as speakers. 

Robert Wobick, C.C.F. candi¬ 
date for Macleod Federal riding 
addressed the meeting, and re¬ 
gretted there had been no dele¬ 
gate from the Crows Nest Pass 
at the nominating convention. 

Being a farmer, and having 
also been a miner in the silver 
mines in Utah, he knew some¬ 
thing of the difficulties exper¬ 
ienced by miners, and deplored 
the inequalities of the working 
class in getting a fair means of 
living. 

If elected he pointed out that 
he would go to Ottawa with a 
sound policy based on sound prin¬ 
ciples. He is for an all-out war 
effort, and for the common man 
against Fascism. He stated he is 
a Socialist, and defined Social¬ 
ism as a form of society by which 
distribution is served fairly to 
all. He claimed that the C.C.F. 
party, if elected is in the best 
position to set up a Socialist 
party. He urged his audience to 
get into politics and support the 
kind of government they want. 

Entirely in agreement with 
unions, he said same were a nee. ■ 
essity with the C.C.F. party. 
Unions would never be dissolved 
under the C.C.F. and miners’ un¬ 
ions having no say in the mine 
management, would find this 
changed under the C.C.F. system. 

He stisted that all big busi¬ 
nesses operated by the state made 
money and the profits of these 
firms iwere turned back to the 
people. He listed several such 
firms, such as the Alberta Liquor 
Control Board, and pointed out 
that the profits of these busi¬ 
nesses would be turned tack and 
would be used for the benefit of 
the common man. 

He reminded his audience of 
the boys Who would toe coming 
back after the war and hoped 
they would see a different Canada 
than the one they left. Starting 
in where they left off was not 
good enough. 

In closing he appealed to his 
listeners for support flor his 
party, and hoped they would or¬ 
ganize the C.C.F. in Coleman. No 
questions were asked of the 
speaker.

Bridge Built By Eighth Army 
Sappers Named Pont© Monty 

To the accompaniment of singing 
by a choir formed mainly of Welsh¬ 
men, Eighth Army sappers recently 
completed their greatest bridge¬ 
building feat of the war. About 380 
of them, with 100 .laborers, flung a 
l,200-ft.-long steel bridge across a 
river in 10 days.. At night the men, 
who hailed from all parts of the 
Empire, worked under floodlights 
with officers always ready to switch 
them off at the approach of enemy 
aircraft. Gen. Montgomery watched 
the early stages of the building. 
Once he put his shoulders to a girder 
to help move it into position.

That is not 
the official name of the bridge, but 
throughout the Eighth Army it is i 
known as Ponte Monty, reports the 
London Daily Herald.

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FIVE BRITISH NAVAL SLOOPS 
PRAISED BV ADMIRALTY FOR 
GREAT VICTORY IN ATLANTIC 


LONDON. — Five British naval 
sloops have scored the war’s greatest 
single-patrol victory of the Battle 
of the Atlantic by sinking six U- 
boats within 20 days, .the admiralty 
announced in acclaiming the tri¬ 
umph as a modern Battle of Trafal¬ 
gar. 

Five of the underseas marauders 
were sent to the bottom of the north 
Atlantic with their entire crews and 
the sixth victim’s crew of 51 was 
captured before it was sunk by gun¬ 
fire after having been driven to the 
surface with depth charges. 

Only one of the light, speedy craft 
failed to return from the record 
cruise—H.M.S. Woodpecker — which 
foundered in heavy weather after 
suffering a torpedo hit. Every mem¬ 
ber of her crew was saved. 

The four surviving sloops returned 
to Liverpool recently to a gala wel¬ 
come. A. V. Alexander, first lord 
of the admiralty, told the 800 officers 
and men of the victorious sloops Kite, 
Magpie, Starling, Wildgoose and the 
ill-fated Woodpecker that theirs "was 
the greatest cruise perhaps ever un¬ 
dertaken in this war by an escort 
group.” 

"If you take for example any vic¬ 
tory you secure oveV a great pack of 
U-boats that have from time to time 
numbered as many as 20 or more 
you are, in fact, in the Battle of 


Trafalgar, and pittting more deadly 
weapons from our side against more 
deadly weapons from the other side 
than was possible at that time. . . . 

"Well done, jolly well done. Thank 
you so much and God bless you.” 

The victory in which Hitler lost 
some 300 of his depleted U-boat per¬ 
sonnel was scored by vessels which

i Alexander had special praise for 
Capt. F. J. (Johnny) Walker, D.S.O. 
with two bars and the Royal Navy’s 
champion U-boat killer, who led the 
patrol on its 6,000-mile cruise. His 
group has accounted for 17 enemy 
submarines sunk and others damaged. 
I The first of the six kills was made 
1300 miles southwest of Ireland, and 
all were made on U-boats either 
lurking near or stalking Allied con¬ 
voys. 

Others of the wolf-pack gangs 
were damaged by the little sloops, 
but the cautious admiralty credited 
victories only when great areas of 
oil and wreckage arose after a pat¬ 
tern of depth charges had shaken 
ithe depths of) the Atlantic.

j OTTAWA.—Finance Minister Ilsley 
j announced in the commons that the 
I food industry’s February war sav- 
] ings stamp' drive netted $3,055,188, 
about 53 per cent, more than the j 
objective. 

j "Never before in the history of 
1 war savings have so many stamps 
been sold in a single month,” he said. 
"The success of this campaign has 
j been a stimulant to the war savings 
effort.” 


WINNIPEG. —Establishment of 
fishery research station in western 
Canada will be sought by prairie 
province representatives at a, federal 
fisheries conference in Ottawa, April 
11, Resources Minister J. S. McDiar j 
mid said here. He said a fishery sta¬ 
tion could deal with problems of 
conservation and propagation of 
freshwater fish and utilization of 
waste products from the industry. 




OTTAWA. — Mutual aid agree¬ 
ments with Britain, Russia and Aus¬ 
tralia, tabled in parliament by Prime 
Minister King, contained terms to 
show that Canada’s material assist¬ 
ance to her allies in this war would 
serve to cement closer economic 
relations after the war. 

Thus mutual aid, as one of Can¬ 
ada’s weapons' for victory, will be¬ 
come a weapon'for prosperity in the 
future. 

Other agreements are being ne¬ 
gotiated with China and the French 
National Committee of Liberation 
along similar lines. 

The Canadian government wrote 
into its mutual aid agreement a 
clause comparable to section seven 
of the master agreement of the 
United States lend-lease act, which 
binds /countries receiving lend-lease 
to promote mutual economic advant¬ 
age after the war. 

The Canadian agreement, in clause 
‘‘X’’ of the treaty with Britain and 
Australia, and clause "IX” in the 
Russian treaty reads as follows: 

“The governments re-affirm their 
desire to promote mutually advan¬ 
tageous economic relations between 
their countries and throughout the 
world; they declare that their guid¬ 
ing purposes include the adoption of 
measures designed to promote em¬ 
ployment; the production and con¬ 
sumption of goods; and the expan¬ 
sion of commerce through appro¬ 
priate international agreements on 
commercial policy, with the object 
of contributing to the attainment of 
all the economic objectives set forth 
in the declaration of August 14, 1941, 
known as the ‘Atlantic Charter’.” 

Reference to the Atlantic Charter 
was article “V” of that declaration 
which stated the objective to be: 
“The fullest collaboration between all 
nations in the economic field with 
the object of securing for all im¬ 
proved labor standards; economic ad¬ 
vancement, and social security.” 

The new mutual aid agreements did 
not specify amount or value of ma¬ 
terial assistance to be furnished to 
Britain, Russia and Australia this 
year; in Canberra, Hon. H. V. Evatt; 
minister of external affairs for Aus¬ 
tralia, disclosed that his country ex¬ 
pected to receive from $85,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 annually. 

The total amount of mutual aid to 
be provided by Canada in 1944-45 is 
expected to be $600,000,000, a reduc¬ 
tion from the billion dollar figure 
appropriated last year. 

The agreements with Britain and 
Russia were signed on Feb. 11. The 
Australian agreement was Signed 
only on March 9. 

Canada’s mutual aid ^agreements 
were drafted in order to leave no 
doubt of the precise post-war obliga¬ 
tion inherent in the goods and ma¬ 
terials supplied by this country; this, 
as much as the avoidance of a war

EVERY NATION WOULD SHARE 
IN FUTURE WORLD AIR TRAFFIC 
ACCORDING TO PROPOSED PUN 


OTTAWA.—Details of a draft con¬ 
vention to govern world aviation 
development proposed by Canada 
were disclosed in parliament by Hon. 
C. D. Howe, minister of munitions 
and supply. The proposal was seen 
immediately as an important contri¬ 
bution to air policy discussion which 
will be resumed by Canada, Britain 
and the United States in Washing¬ 
ton shortly. 

The proposed convention would 
replace all existing international air 
conventions, including that drawn up 
at Paris in 1919, and signed by victor 
nations there. The Canadian pro- 
■posal is based on the principle of 
allowing all nations, large and small, 
a share in future world air traffic in 
proportion to their standing as air 
powers. 

It did not rule out possible pooling 
of international air services among 
British nations or other groupings; it 
would reserve all trans-frontier air 
services, such as those between Can¬ 
ada and the United States for the 
countries concerned. 

Mr. Howe linked Canada’s proposal 
directly with efforts to establish a 
permanent system of security in the 
world. It would establish a world 
air assembly in which all nations 
would have membership if they 
signed the convention. A board of 
12 members would be formed, and | 
each member would have voting j 
power corresponding to the import-1 
ance of air transport matters of the | 
nation he represented. Number of j 
vote| might range from one to six! 
per country. 

For particular regions, regional 
councils would be set up. Each coun¬ 
try would have full authority over 
its own airlines. Once a government 
had approved an application for a 
licence to fly on an international 
route, the application would be dealt 
with by the world authority. This 
authority would attempt to secure 
uniform air relations around the 
world.

ada "does not consider applications 
from airlines of another country un¬ 
less forwarded by the government of 
that country through diplomatic 
channels,” after noting that the 
United States civil aeronautics board 
is considering hearings on applica¬ 
tions for services from the United 
States to Canada. 

“Any new services on a commercial 
basis between the two countries can¬ 
not be initiated without the consent 
of the two governments,” he said, 
“and any development of such ser¬ 
vices will require a reconsideration of 
the existing arrangements between 
the two.” 

T.C.A., he said, was planned as "a 
non-competitive, non-profit system” 
to “avoid the duplication of services 
that were the outgrowth of competi¬ 
tive building for profit in the field of 
surface transportation.” A second 
coast-to-coast service would be 
wasteful and unjustified. 


ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR 
DELIVERY OF WHEAT OWNED BY 
THOSE WHO HAVE LEFT FARMS 


OTTAWA.—Trade Minister Mac- , 
Kinnon announced arrangements have 
been made for the delivery of prairie 
“orphan wheat" — that is wheat 
owned by persons who have left their j 
I farms and are unable to deliver the 
grain under existing quota regula¬ 
tions. 

Under an order-in-council, the 
Canadian wheat board has been 
authorized to take delivery from 
producers who were producing wheat 
in the crop year 1942-43 or in any 
prior year, and who have sold or 
otherwise disposed of or terminated 
their interest in farm lands oper¬ 
ated by them, and who are not now 
i engaged in farming operations. The 


wheat must have been produced prior 
to the disposal of the producer’s in¬ 
terest in the land before it may bene¬ 
fit under the regulations. 

At points where the delivery quota 
now is more than 10 bushels per 
authorized acre, the wheat board will 
take delivery, of “orphan wheat” 
without regard to quotas. The de¬ 
livery quota now is 10 bushels at 
practically all prairie points. 

Payment will be on the usual basis 
of $1.25 a bushel for No. 1 North¬ 
ern in store at Fort William. 

Any person who delivers wheat 
under the order will not be eligible 
to receive a permit for the delivery 
of grain in the crop year 1944-45. 


MEAT SHIPMENTS 

Are Taking Every Advantage Of 
Shipping Facilities 

OTTAWA.—Overseas shipments of 
meat from Canada at present are be¬ 
lieved to be making records and 
every advantage is being taken of 
shipping facilities because of the j 
danger that less space may be avail-1 
able later on, agriculture depart¬ 
ment officials said. 

The shipping situation had im¬ 
proved recently, but there still were 
insufficient vessels to move the vast 
supplies of pork and beef being mar¬ 
keted in Canada. 

Officials said their experience had 
been that shipping space varied, with 
heavy movement possible one week 
but only limited supplies accommo¬ 
dated the next and they had no as¬ 
surance the recent improvement 
would continue. 

Authorities agreed that even the 
recent good movement of meat over¬ 
seas had been insufficient to warrant 
any change in the recent suspension 
of meat rationing. Rationing was 
suspended on Feb. 29 when surpluses 
began to pile up in Canada due to 
inability to ship overseas all meat 
available. 

Continued heavy marketings and 
shipping limitations have led to re¬ 
newed suggestions that the .United 
States market be opened to Cana¬ 
dian beef cattle by lifting the pres¬ 
ent embargo on such shipments. 


AIR WARFARE 

R.A.F. Has Dropped 275,996 Tons Of 
Bombs On Enemy Territory 
LONDON. — The R.A.F. bomber 
command dropped 275,996 tons of 
bombs on enemy territory from the 
start of its appreciable operations on 
May 1, 1940, to Dec. 81, 1943, the 
latest compilation showed. 

The United States 8th air force 
dropped 51,520 tons from the start 
of its operations in August, 1942, to 
Dec. 31, 1943, and the German air 
force dropped some 70,504 on Britain 
at the height of its attacks begin¬ 
ning on July 1, 1940, to Dec. 31, 
1943. 

I Germany bore the brunt of the 
| R.A.F. attacks, receiving 227,696 tons 
| during the period.

Hon. Solon Low 
Issues Statement 

In order to clarify further the 
situation respecting the distribu¬ 
tion of beer in Alberta, I find it 
necessary to emphasize that all 
the available beer which the brew¬ 
eries can supply will be released 
to the public immediately. 

The breweries have been caught 
unawares by the sudden reversal 
of policy on the part of Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, and, al¬ 
though well stocked with brew, 
it must age beer for at least 
three months > ^I'herefore, it may 
be a month dr two before existing 
quotas may^ue raised. 

The btdwers have informed us 


that their output for March will 
ibe about 230,000 dozen pints. 
That will mean that there will be 
one dozen pints available for 
each of the 226,306 permit hold¬ 
ers registered on March 11, and 
an additional number who may 
register before the end of the 
month. Under normal conditions 
based on the average number of 
permit holders, we would be able 
to increase the quota to two 
dozen pints per permit holder. 

Increase in quotas of draught 
beer to hotels may ibe about 10% 
in' April as compared with an 
immediate increase of much larg¬ 
er percentage of bottled beer to 
permit holders. 

Restrictions on bottle tops are 
still enforced by the metals con¬ 
troller and breweries are limited 
to 80% of their 1943 supplies so 
this condition may likewise re¬ 
strict somewhat the supply of 
bottled beer until such time as 
these restrictions are lifted.

Open Season on 
Muskrats 

The Game Branch, Department 
of Lands and Mines, is declaring 
an open season on muskrats, 
during the period March 16th 
to April 29th, both dates inclu¬ 
sive, in that part of the Province 
lying to the south of North Sas¬ 
katchewan River. The trapping 
must be done on a Limited 
Trapper’s Licence, the fee for 
which is $2.00 and obtainable 
from any Royal Canadian Mount¬ 
ed Police detachment or Game 
Guardian in the area. The licen¬ 
ce will permit any person who 
is the owner, purchaser under an 
Agreement for Sale or lesee of 
land in that part of the Province 
lying to the south of the North 
Saskatchewan River, which land 
is used for fanning or ranching 
purposes, as iwell as any mem¬ 
ber of such person’s immediate 
family, such as a parent or a 
child over the age of sixteen 
years actually residing on the 
land or some part thereof, to 
trap muskrats ion his own land 
or adjoining land. The shooting 
or spearing of muskrats is pro¬ 
hibited. 

The Danger of 

Government Controls 

Here is an example of how 
government control, though nec¬ 
essary in wartime, twould lead 
to curtailment of enterprise and 
development if exercised in nor¬ 
mal times: 

The paper controller issues a 
permit for the use of a stated 
quantity of newsprint for news¬ 
papers, stating this permit may 
be revoked at any time. If this 
were carried out because a news¬ 
paper incurred the censure of the 
government in criticizing its pol¬ 
icies, one can easily see to what 
a dangerous extent controls might 
be exercised. 

On the other hand, the present 
control measures will prevent 
unnecessary use of newsprint, 
though in many other grades of 
paper there is still a lamentable 
waste, judging by the printed 
and mimeographed matter that 
comes through the mail, most of 
which is thrown into the waste 
basket unread.

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Soldiers Do Not See War In Same 
Way As Civilians 

An American private in an English 
village pub remarked to one of this 
newspaper’s reporters, Drew Middle- 
ton, that he didn’t like to hear war 
"called fancy names.” Other sol¬ 
diers profanely agreed. They just 
didn’t care to be called the "spear¬ 
head of democracy” or to be lectured 
on "honor” and "glory”. They In¬ 
tend to do what they had to do, 
which was to “beat these Germans 
because it’s gotta be done.” They 
did not regard the prospect as 
romantic. 

The very fact that the subject 
could come up reveals the chasm 
between the soldier and the civilian. 
The civilian, and for reasons that 
seem good to him, is prone to use the 
words the soldier doesn’t like. The 
civilian has a sense of inferiority. 
Because of youth, age, bad eyesight, 
a weak heart or an essential occupa¬ 
tion he is not asking to fight. The 
Army and Navy won’t have him. So 
he has an easier time of it than the 
soldier. He is not to blame, but his 
conscience hurts him. Glorifying the 
soldier and the soldier’s job makes 
him feel better. But to the soldier 
he seems to be saying: "Never mind 
the rain, mud, snow, dust, thirst, hun- 
■ger, malaria, tedium and general 
discomfort: never mind the danger, 
the wounds, the pain; never mind 
the stink and horror—just fix your 
mind, you lucky devil, on the beau¬ 
tiful, glittering generalities.” 

The soldier is not thinking of gen¬ 
eralities. He is thinking of how to

Waste Paper 

Tons Of Paper Salvaged From Trains 

On Canadian National Railways 

To anyone but a railroader it would 
5 a sixty-four-dollar question to 
know what happens to newspapers, 
magazines and other paper left on 
trains by the travelling public. On 
the Canadian National Railways this 
material is carefully salvaged in the 
various coach yards throughout the 
National System. Before leaving on 
another run, all passenger equipment 
is thoroughly cleaned in a coach 
yard and here all waste paper is 
collected, baled and disposed of 
through regular reclamation chan¬ 
nels. 

Since the start of the war and to 
the end of 1943, waste paper saved by 
the employees of the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways amounted to 5,! 

571 pounds. This figure Includes 
paper salvaged by the coach yards 
and all other departments and dis¬ 
posed of by the Railway’s stores de¬ 
partment. According to the stores 
department, the amounts of waste 
paper salvaged ranges from one mil¬ 
lion to a million and a half pounds 
each year. 

Some of the waste paper is ulti¬ 
mately used to make Red Cross 
prisoner of war parcel cartons, and 
Canadian National’s collection 
since September, 1939, were used 
exclusively for that purpose there 
would be sufficient for 7,485,515 
cartons. It requires 72 pounds of 
waste paper to make 100 such car¬ 
tons.

Cultivation 

One real cultivation before planting 
will save hours of labor later on and 

good deal of disappointment. Any 
authority on gardening stresses the 
importance of thorough preparation 
of the soil. This applies to both 
vegetable and flowers. 

Assuming the place is fairly level, 
the first job will be a complete spad¬ 
ing, or plowing if it is big enough and 
possible. Care should be taken to 
see that all old sod and other coarse 
vegetable refuse is thoroughly buried, 
and if possible broken up a bit. Then 
it is best to cultivate. In small plots 
a rake will do the work until the soil 
is broken down as fine as possible. 

If there is time it is then an excel¬ 
lent idea to allow the garden, or at 
least the later planted part, to rest 
for a few days to encourage weed 
seeds to sprout. The second and third 
I cultivation, of course, will then kill 
these things easily, making 
handling of the garden later on that 
much easier.

Planting Test 

Two factors determine the time 
to plant—the condition of the soil 
and the hardiness of whatever is be- 
iing planted. Experts stress the ex- 
Itreme importance of the first point 
I which, they say, is very often ignored 
! by the over-eager beginner. If soil is 
i dug too soon, while it is still very 
moist, the work of cultivation is j 
often doubled or trebled and injury to 
the crops planted is serious. Heavy] 
soil will almost invariably form into 
hard lumps that may require almost 
an axe to break them up. 

The easy test to determine when 
the soil is ready is to walk across it. 
If it is muddy and sticks tight to the 
shoes, then it is best to allow it to 
dry* out some more. If it merely 
presses down and crumbles when 
handled and brushes off shoes easily, 
then it is right. This is the old test 
of the practical gardener.
